They write from Petersburg, That his Czarifh Majelty is not fer out for Mo 
Icow, as "twas talk’d he would: He kas difpatched an Exprefs to Aftracan, and 
another to Conftantinople, the Retura of which he wants, before he determines 
where to go, og what,Meafurestotake. He has given Orders, That a Deraiche 
ment of 20 Men of a Company fhould be drawn out of all the Troops in thole 
Parts, and fent to Petfia under the Command of Prince Galiczin, in order to 
check the Progrefs of Meriweys; who, "cis faid, is come down to Georgia at 
the Head of his Army. ’Tis added, that the Troops ot that Rebel are better 
difciplin’d than the Perfiars have ufually been; which is faid to be owing to 
feveral German Officers, who, havirg taken Service under that Rebel, have a- 
tached themfelves to his Fortune, and take a great deal of Pains to make his’ 
Troops expert in the European Difcipline. In che mean time the Czar is not 
idle, for he has given Orders for a new Harbour to be made within 4-Leagues 
_ of Revel, at aPlace called Rogerwyck, and is every Day laying Plans for other 
new Harbours, for the Encouragement of Navigation. He allo frequently gives 
Orders himfelf to the Workmen, who.are employed in building 4 large Men ot 
War now upon the Stocks, which are fo near being finifhed, thac they will be 
launched before Winter. He frequently goes to Cronflot on board his Fleet, 
where his greateft Pleafure feems tobe. Ac this Place 3 Men of War are fitting 
out upon fome Proje&, which is as yet kept a Secrec: ’Tis given out, they on- 
ly go upon the Account of Merchandice ; cis certain, the Lading they have ta- 
ken on board, confiftg of Arms, Ammunition and naval} Stores. “Tis given out 
they are defign’d for Spain; but *tis whifpered, thae they are bourd for the 
‘Welt Indies; poffibly to make fome Settlement there. The enterprizing Gerius 
of this Prince, feems capable of great Defigns ; and one who has fo jult a No- 
tion of the great Advantage of Traffique to any Country (it may be fuppoled) 
has not lived, fo long without cafting his Eyes upon this new Part of the World, 
in order to extend his Commerce: However, we fhall be better able to guels 
whether a Plantation be defign’d, or not, by the Number of Hands which they 
Shall take on board.
